RIUMPH OF THE AGE. 


COAST L CLIPPINGS. 


The Arizona barley . crop this season 
will ‘be the largest for many years. 


There is said to be 500 immigrants 
en route from Ohio to Wasco county, 


Oregon. 

Messrs. Tisdall and Harvey recently 
planted 4,500 trout in the small stream 
emptying into Los Gatos. 


The Veterans’ Home Association has 
been offered by ten citizens of Stock- 
ton the donation of 236-acres of rich 
alluvial land, in a state of high culti- 
vation, provided the home is located 
there. 


A lady living near San Andreas, fill- 
ed a syrup can with water, screwed 
the lid on tight and set it on the stove. 
Of course the steam soon burst the can, 
and the lady was scalded by the hot 
water, which flew all over her. 


There has been a fair average catch 
of seals on Neah Bay and Quilleute, 
W. T., this season, but owing to the 
advance in cost of catching, and the 
decline in value in foreign markets 
the season’s business on the whole has 
beeu unprofitable. 


It is believed that there are 5,000 
elk ranging on the headwaters of the 
streams and tributaries heading up in 
the Olympic range, W.T., and putting 
into Gray’s Harbor. Fish, bath salt 
and fresh water, are abundant. It is 
simply a paradise for sportsmen. 


At Klamath river four companies 
are under full headway in taking out 
pay groves and all the others are 
crowding along preparations to com- 
mence soon. The Kanaka, Lime 
Gulch and McConnell companies have 
their derricks in operation, and the 
Fort Jones is almost ready, only re- 
quiriog the sluices to be made, which 
are probably finished by this time. 
The Centennial, Empire Bar, Mott & 
Co., and other companies are engaged 
on their wing-dams, and by the time 
the water recedes to low water mark 
they will be prepared to put in head 
dame and start their derricks. 


| The Chehalis river, W. T., is a 
magnificent stream of water over 100 
miles ia length, and is navigable for 
ocean steamers for a distance of 
twenty-five miles eastward from Gray’s 
Harbor. Its valley averages two and 
a half miles in width, and although 
settled with a class of thrifty, in- 
dustrious farmers, yet it has been until 
quite recently, isolated from com- 

intercourse with the outside 
world. At present there are but two 
villages and trading posts in the 
valley—Elma, thirty-one miles south- 
west from Olympia and Montesano. 
twelve miles still further down the 
valley. The latter point is only twelve 
miles from Gray’s Harbor. 


According to the Tacoma Ledger, 


civil engineer Tilton Sheets is organiz-. 


ing a party of Northern Pacific survey- 
ors, which will leave the Kalama-Ta- 
coma railroad at South Prairie and 
strike out for the Green river passes, 

one of which is favored by the Chief 
Engineer above all the Cascade passes 
explored. His party will be complete 
in every respect and fully equipped for 
instrumental work. The object of the 
expedition under Mr. Sheets is to 
make a definite location of the line of 
the Cascade division in the diiection 
of the Garfield pass, which is one of 
the Green river passcs and his line 
will extend to the mountains. On the 
eastern side Engineer Ward will be en- 


nte| gaged in similar work, definitely lo- 


cating from the mountains eastward to 
Ainsworth, thus leaving the location 
ot the mountain portion of the line 
through Gartield pass for other par- 
ties,

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CHINESE PASSPORTS. 


Consul Bee, on being questioned in 
regard te the certificates issued to the 
Chinese who left last Tuesday with 
the intention of returning, said: “Their 
certificates have upon the back, in ad- 
dition to the necessary questions and 
answers, printed in Chinese, the penal 
provisons of the Act of Congress, and 
warning to all Chinese against trans- 
ferring their certificates. The Chinese 
descriptions are duplicated, and one 
copy is filed in a book and numbered. 
The two are placed side by side, and 
stamped with the Consulate seal—one- 
half of the seal on each, so that the 
holder of the certificate is confronted 
with the ‘stub,’ bearing the half of the 
seal and the number. The Chinaman 
having to undergo two examinations, 
one at the Cousulate, and the other at 
the Customs, the chances of fraud are 
lessened.” 


EDITORIAL NOTES. 


Lieutenant Danenhower's neglect to 
call on Mrs. Melville when he was in 
Philadelphia is the subject of severe 
censure at Washington. The im- 
pression is general that Danenhower 
was jealous of Melville all during the 
expedition of the Jeannette. One of 
the two letters received from Melville 
by Hunt, when he was Secretary of 
the Navy, goes toward corroborating 
this. Hunt refused to give portions 
of Melville’s letter out for publication, 
and it is understood that Melville said 


that Danenhower’s jealousy was 80 


strong that it took the form of insanity. 
Though IIunt told this in private cou- 
versation, he declined to allow the 
exact language of Melville to be made 
public. 


A correspondent of the Salt Lake 
Tribune, writing about the coming 
Mineral Exposition at Denver, says: 
In New Mexico, Governor Sheldon 
has taken a warm personal interest io 
the wurk and is traveling over the 
Territory himself, iafusing enthusiasm 
wherever he goes. Governor Tritle, 
of Arizona, is also awake to the im- 
portauce of the occasion. But little 
has been heard from Nevada and 
Idaho, and yet it is not possible that 
they will remain passive long, when 
they learn tbat Dakota, Wyoming, 
Utah, New Mexico, Arizona and South- 
ern California, will join with Colorado 
next August in the grandest display 
of our mineral wealth that the world 
has ever seen. 

The Sacramento papers are in high 
glee over the decision of Judge Tem- 
ple in the great and hard-fought de- 
bris case. The decision perpetually 
enjoins the Gold Run Ditch and Min- 
ing Company from dumping its tail- 
ings into the American river or tribu- 
taries, and lays down the broad and 
universal principle that no man or 
corporation has the right to use his 
own property to the injury of others. 


Cheap and rapid transportations 
for the mails seems to be a universal 
demand. Postmaster-General Howe 
is considering some proposed changes 
in this direction and we hope that he 
may study carefully the suggestion of 
General Hatton in regaid to the free 
transportation of newspapers.

EASTERN. 


More Guano from Peru. 
WasHineton, June 14. 
Ex-Secretary Blaine was again be- 
fore the Foreign Affairs Committee to- 
day. He testified that the United 
States was asked to establish a protec- 
torate over Peruvian territory, and the 


immense resources there found for the 
benefit of four European Governments. 
These Goyernments were to gain $225, 
000,000 and the United States noth- 
ing. This proposition he had always 
peremptorily rejected. Blaine clused 
his testimony as follows: 

“Tewish to repeat what 1 said the 
last day I was here. That was, that 
as I offered myself in perfect goo? 
faith for any and every question that 
could possibly he propounded to me 
in connection with this investigation, 
in all its length, breadth and collater- 
als, Lam still subject to wishes of the 
Committee. I have nothing to with- 
hold. I court the mest careful and 
searching investigation into these mat- 
ters, not only through questions that 
the Committee may desire to put to 
me, but through questions that any 
and every citizen in the United States 
may desire to ask. If there is any 
chapter in my life, associated with the 
great men who have gone, of which I 
am proud, and where I am sure of 
complete and absolute vindication, it 
is that iu connection with the policy 
laid down by the administration of 
President Garfield with respect to the 
South American States. 


Gold Certificates. 
WASHINGTON, June 14. 
The House Committee on Banking 
and Currency, by Representative 
Dingly, reports with favorable recom- 
mendation the bill introduced by him 
to provide for the issue of gold certifi- 


cates, The bill authorizes the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to receive de- 
posits of gold cain and bullion in sums 
not less than $10, and to issue certifi- 
cates therefor in denominations of not 
less than $10, each corresponding with 
the denominations of United States 
notes, such certificates to be receivable 
for customs, taxes, and public dues, 
and when so received may be reissued. 
It also provides that when these cer- 
tificates are in a National Banking 
Association they be discounted as a 
part of its lawful reserve, and may be 
accepted in settlement of cleuring- 
house balances. 


Washington» News. 
WASHINGTON, June 14th 

The Ways and Means Committee 
favor an adjournment of Congress on 
June 26th or July 34.
